Dear Dave, 

I’m glad to see more info coming into our 
pages on .17 caliber rifles. Bud Lyons 
added to this with his recent addition. 

| agree with most of what Bud had to say, 
except for his comment regarding velocities 
and his reliable chronograph information on 
.17 caliber bullets. He feels that some veloc- 
ities have been reported high, because 
some chronographs may have a problem 
with the smaller bullets. 

| have had no problem clocking small .17 
caliber bullets and the information seems 
consistent and reliable. I’ve been using an 
Oehler #33 quite successfully. Just last 
week a friend was using one of the newer, 
inexpensive units (which use skyscreens). | 
was shooting my .17 live varmint rifle, and 
his chronograph confirmed the velocities 
which my wildcat .17 had shown before on 
my chronograph. Seven shots averaged 
3820 fps, with no shots showing unusual 
velocity. 

What I’ve been shooting is what | choose 
to call the .17 BR, but it is very close to .17 
Mach IV. | made mine up specifically to test 
for ultimate accuracy with .17 caliber. 

My .17 BR is made using 1.400 length

.221 Remington Fireball brass (this is Fire- 
ball full length, not shortened - Editor), and 
the BR designation only indicates a top ac- 
curacy chambering. 

It is made by using my .17 Javelin cham- 
bering reamer, and running it in .125 shorter 
in length. The .17 Javelina is also a good, ef- 
ficient case ... but | have found that | am 
getting about the same velocity (in the 3800 
range) out of the shorter case. When | was 
shooting the Javelina | know that | had air- 
space in the cartridge, but with my shorter 
case | have 100 per cent loading density, not 
only with one powder but indeed with sever- 
al well-suited powders. My favorite load for 
the .17 BR is 31.5 clicks (on a Culver) of 
T322. This load has been chronograhed 
many times; with CCI BR primers and my 
own 25 grain bullets it gives 3800 plus feet 
per second at 70 degree temperatures. 

I’ve had several .17 caliber barrels, and 
on more than one rifle. Some have been on 
sleeved Remington actions, some on cus- 
tom actions, some with fiberglass stocks. 

I’m sending along herewith just one tar- 
get | shot recently, right after chrono- 
graphing 3800 fps. It is just an average 
group really, but it does show what can be

done today in a live varmint rifle at good ve- 
locity. This particular rifle has a Pat 
McMillan single shot action, and a stainless 
steel 1-10 twist barrel by Bob Sherer (pre- 
Matco days) and a Canjar set trigger. The 
scope is an old Unertl BV-20, originally 
made with external target mounts. As this 
scope is mounted on this rifle today it has no 
inside or outside adjustments, although it is 
set in Buehler mounts with some windage 
setting ability. Elevation was set by shim- 
ming the rear mount as necessary. As solid 
as you can get for varmint shooting. Since | 
use just one bullet and load in this gun, it 
was a matter of set it and forget it. 

This target was shot just after cleaning 
the barrel, and shows seven shots. One 
shot was low right, and one was low left. 
The next five shots were all in the mothball. 
The last five shots measure .305, and four 
of those shots measure well below that fig- 
ure. This target was shot quickly, with no 
wind flags, and about 10 m.p.h. fishtail 
winds. 

| have fired many groups with this rifle, 
using a 30X scope for better vision, that 
have measured in the mid ones. These were

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SHOOTING DYNAMITE OUT TO 1200 YARDS 


by Dan Lilja 


About fifty miles west of Missoula, Mon- 
tana, on Interstate 90, in the scenic Clark 
Fork river valley, is the town of Superior. 
From a shooter’s point of view, what makes 
Superior different from other small towns 
scattered along this western Montana river 
valley is its dynamite shoots. 

Several times each spring and fall, the 
Mineral County Sportsman’s Club holds a 
dynamite turkey shoot. This is not your av- 
erage turkey shoot. The target is a one- 
quart oil can painted flourescent orange, 
with a stick and a half of dynamite place in- 
side. Sixty of these cans are carefully 
placed on the side of a mountain, at distanc- 
es of 400 or 1200 yards from the bench- 
es. 

The rules are simple. When it’s your turn 
to shoot, you and your rifle sit at one of five 
benches, and you get three shots at hitting 
one of the dynamite cans. The cost is one 
dollar per shot. 

If you hit a can, you get one of the bigger 
thrills in shooting you’ll every get. First, for 
just an instant you will see an orange burst 
of fire. Then a huge dust cloud covers up 
everything, and then you will hear a re- 
sounding boom, as the target is far enough 
away that the noise takes a moment to 
reach the firing line. If the excitement of hit- 
ting the dynamite isn’t enough, you can also 
collect a frozen turkey from the club- 
house. 

What type of accuracy and equipment 
does it take to hit a target the size of an oil 
can out to 1000-plus yards? Well, an oil can

all shot with my handmade .17 caliber bul- 
lets, made with the current J-4 jackets. 
| would hazard the opinion that today you 
can put together a .17 caliber rifle using 
quality components . . . stainless barrel and 
good bullets . . . that will shoot inside a half- 
inch all day long, and which will go 25-30 
shots without requiring cleaning. This re- 
quires an efficient case design, akin to the 
one I’ve described, and keeping velocities in 
the 3800 area. 
| hope some of this will encourage more to 
build and shoot .17 caliber rifles. They are 
fun!

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measures 4” x 512”. If we take the smaller of 
the two dimensions, 4’, one minute of angle 
at 400 yards is 4”. An oil can at 600 yards is 
2/3rds minute of angle. At 800 yards, itis 1/2 
minute of angle. At 1000 yards, it is 4/10 
minute of angle. Obviously, at the long rang- 
es everything must be just right with range 
estimation, scope settings, and rifle hold, let 
alone the accuracy potential of the rifle. A lit- 
tle luck and a good spotter go a long way in 
hitting one of the far targets. 

What type of rifles do the shooters use? 
Well, at the first match of the 1988 season, 
held April 15, most of the 50 to 60 competi- 
tors used the same rifle they use during the 
elk and deer season. Magnum 7mm’s prob- 
ably are the most common cartridge, but 
not by a big margin. there were 6mm 
Remingtons, 25-06’s, 264 Win Mags, quite 
a few magnum thirties, and even a 340 
Weatherby. Quite a few of the rifles have 
been rebarreled with heavier and longer 
barrels. 

Probably one of the keys in consistently 
hitting the target at the longer ranges is 
using a quality, match-type bullet. Shooting 
a quality bullet of high ballistic coefficient at 
high velocity is the name of the long-range 
shooter's game. The 7mm and 30 calibers 
have the best bullet selection, like the Sier- 
ras. The Nosler ballistic tip is also a good 
choice.

The bullets must either be a soft point ora 
hollow point, as the fellows who place the 
charges report that a full metal-jacket bullet 
will usually not set off the dynamite. They 
just punch a hole on through. 

Probably the most common scope is the 
Leupold, often with click adjustments and 
quite a bit of power — either a fixed power 
up to 30x, or a variable cranked up. 


As | mentioned earlier, many of the rifles 
are hunting rifles, but there are also some 
full-blown, long-range benchrest-type rifles, 
weighing up to 35 pounds or so and bar- 
reled with a high-quality benchrest barrel 
chambered for a 300 Weatherby, 7 mag, or 
maybe a necked-down 378 Weatherby 
case. With these rifles, most of the closer

shots are easy, and the shooters concen- 
trate on the farther cans. (There is one 
about 850 yards out that hangs from a tree 
by a piece of rope, if you’re looking for a 
challenge.) 

Although not common, some of the 
shooters bring sophisticated range-finding 
equipment that is capable of accurately 
measuring the distance to the target to with- 
in a few yards. almost everybody uses ei- 
ther a spotting scope or a pair of binoculars 
for spotting. Without a good spotter, hitting 
can be difficult. 

Combined with the use of a range-finder, 
a computer printout of your bullet’s trajecto- 
ry and the minutes of scope adjustment 
needed for a given range make hitting the 
target with a minimum of “sighter” shots 
easier. When the light is right, the spotter, 
when looking through a spotting scope 
placed behind the shooter, can actually see 
the bullet as it arcs its way to the target. 

The matches are run by the Mineral 
County Sportsman’s Club. There is a nice 
clubhouse on the grounds with facilities. For 
more information on times and dates of fu-

In reading Geza Nagy’s report on bullet 
tipping | am reminded that this subject was 
mentioned in my last communication to you. 
The fact that the 68 grain boat tail bullet is 
marginally stable in the 14” twist barrel is 
important. 

| talked with Ed Shilen at the NRA con- 
vention about this. He told me that his 14” 
twist 6mm barrels were running slightly 
longer than 14”. The problems at Dunhams 
Bay in the cold, dense winter air are a direct 
result of poor stability in the 14” 6mm bar- 
rels. 

In hot summer, less dense air the 68 boat 
tail is okay, in fact it is fully capable of shoot- 
ing “screamer” groups. As soon as it starts 
to get a little cold, look out! 

It is possible to get good groups with 
bullets that are tipping slightly. None the 
less, tipping bullets reduce the ballistic coef- 
ficient, and increase the wind deflection. 

The flat base 68 grain 6mm is a good 
.015” shorter than the boat tails. In addition 
to this, the center of gravity is closer to the 
base. These two factors increase the stabil- 
ity of the bullet. | believe that Geza Nagy’s 
problem with bullet tipping is simply caused 
by too slow a twist in the barrel that he is 
shooting. 

Differences in bullet shape, especially 
length and placement of center of gravity 
have a decided effect on the stability factor. 
It is, | feel, a shame that we accepted the 
.825” length of the 6mm jacket without 
question. The 68 grain boat tail can be made 
with a considerably shorter jacket. | suggest 
tht we try it. | also suggest faster twist in the 
6mm than 14”.

| know that you are a busy man, and very 
much appreciate your time and assistance. 

My question has to do with whether or not 
it has been positively proven that most, or 
all, rifles (bench or hunting) shoot more ac- 
curately with the barrel free floated? For ex- 
ample, is it best to float, or pressure bed, a 
hunting rifle where the diameter of the barrel 
is very small... say .500” at the muzzle? 
And why? 

It has been my experience that the free 
floating barrel, no matter what diameter, 
shoots best! Is there any controlled testing 
data which is available that could prove or 
disprove my opinion?

Dear Blaine: 

There seems to be no question about 
bench rest rifles, at least all that | have seen 
were free floating. It is certainly easier to 
make a rifle shoot well by free floating the 
barrel. 

Nevertheless proof is lacking that free 
floating the barrel gives better accuracy 
than bedding the barrel. In .22 rim fire match 
rifles, many shooters find that some ammu- 
nition shoots better with pressure on the 
barrel near the stock fore end tip. Apparent- 
ly barrel vibrations are of some conse- 
quence in rifles shooting projectiles below

the speed of sound. If this is true, then it 
should be possible to alter the vibrations 
with a given batch of ammunition to cause 
bullet emergence at the muzzle when the 
velocity of the muzzle vibration is the 
least. 

This occurs in the vibrational swing of the 
muzzle as it changes direction. At the exact 
point of reverse the velocity should be zero. 
In practice, altering the vibrational charac- 
teristics is done by applying pressure at 
some point on the barrel. Some shooters 
believe that pressure needs to be applied at 
a vibration node, but the same results seem 
to occur by applying the right amount of 
pressure at any chosen point. 

In center fire rifles, shooting bullets at ve- 
locities higher than the speed of sound, it is 
certainly easier to make a rifle shoot well by 
free floating the barrel. | am not sure howev- 
er, that a properly bedded barrel would not 
shoot just as well. Of course with wood 
stocks which are dimensionally unstable, 
keeping the barrel properly bedded might be 
quite a chore. For this reason free floating of 
high power rifles seems to be the way to 
go. 

Proper bedding of the center fire action is 
necessary realize the advantages of free 
floating. Those actions having the front 
guard screw too close to the front end of the 
receiver seem to generally require solid bed- 
ding of about one inch of the barrel in front of 
the receiver. Since the easiest way to get 
good action bedding is with “glass” of 
epoxy, this bedding of the barrel in front of 
the receiver is not difficult. 

Bench rest shooters using fiberglass 
stocks or equivalent usually bed with epoxy 
including at least two pillars of epoxy ap- 
proximately 1/2 inch in diameter beneath 
the action at the guard screws. Some use 
pillars angled at the sides also. The action is 
later cemented to the stock. This is called 
“glue in”. This, we think, pretty much elimi- 
nates the bedding probiem. 

Proving anything in the shooting game is 
extremely difficult because of the uncontrol- 
lable variables.

| have read several of your articles in Pre- 
cision Shooting magazine so decided to 
write you a letter concerning my favorite 
rifle. It was the first rifle | ever had built for me 
some 23 years ago but I’m afraid the barrel 
is shot out. It is an FN Supreme Mauser ac- 
tion with a Douglas barrel 1-12” twist, 
chambered for 25-06, 24” in length, in a nice 
walnut stock. 

| would like to have the gun rebarreled to 
the same caliber, same twist, close to the 
same contour but with a 26” length instead 
of 24’. | would also like to have it pillar bed- 
ded. | realize the faults of a Mauser action as 
far as accuracy buffs are concerned, but the 
gun shot 1/2” - 3/4” groups (5-100 yds) con- 
sistently when in its prime and | was well 
pleased with it. 

| would appreciate your comments on the 
following questions and remarks: 

1. Since, in my opinion, the gun per- 
formed satisfactorily for over 7,000 rounds, 
do you think it would be of benefit to do all 
the action work such as squaring receiver 
face, bolt face, etc. Also, do you lap in the 
locking lugs as part of a rebarreling job? If 
such work is necessary what would the cost 
be? 

2. My choice of 1-12” twist is based on 
the fact that | will shoot no heavier than 100 
grain bullets; they were very good in the 
present barrel. My idea behind the 26” 
length is to gain some velocity. 

3. | have read so many different com- 
ments on makes of barrels it is tough to 
make a decision. Sometimes | think trying 
one of the benchrest boys barrel would be 
the thing to do; but then | can’t forget how 
good the Douglas has performed. | have an- 
other heavier 25-06 with a Shilen match 
grade stainless so would like to try another 
make. Could you provide some price infor- 
mation on the following makes: Douglas 
chrome moly air gauge, Lilja chrome moly, 
Schneider, and Hart. What would be your 
thoughts? 

| would appreciate your comments and 
Opinions and if you would desire to do the 
work, price information.

| will be one of the first of many gunsmiths 
around the country to stand up in defense of 
the venerable Mauser action even with all of 
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DICK CUNDIFF 


its “faults”. The first known design showed 
up in 1892 and since that time there have 
been several attempts to improve upon the 
original Mod. 98. So far | have not seen too 
many so called improvements. The old war 
horse still has safety breeching (Rem 700) 
large claw extractor, (pre-64 Win. Mod. 70) 
if you consider 3 locking lugs, multiple 
(Weatherby), and still the only design to 
have controlled cartridge feeding. The F.N. 
of course was a slightly modified 98 Mauser 
more easily adapted to the commercial mar- 
ket. Some, or most of our benchrest pio- 
neers used the Mauser action with consid- 
erable success and even 40 years ago were 
shooting 5 shot groups in the .2s. | firmly be- 
lieve that with sleeving and quickening the 
lock time and with some benchrest gun- 
smithing applied as is done with even our 
modern day actions, the old Mauser, even 
with all of its “faults” would be competitive. 
Have you or anyone else heard of anybody 
having the guts to do this. Heaven forbid! In 
past years | have used several Mauser ac- 
tions for some super accurate varmint rifles 
that will consistently shoot in the .3s and 
As. If you are getting 1/2” groups from your 
.25-06 then you can see my point. Besides, 
the .25-06 was never noted to be a tack driv- 
er simply because of the lack of good quality 
bullets in this caliber and also being some- 
what overbore capacity. 

To take your inquiries in order: 

#1. The 98 Mauser design has one of the 
best pillar bedding systems in existence. 
Check it out. As long as some “expert” has 
not removed the rear bushing. The main 
reason for pillar bedding is to minimize the 
crushing of the foam filler in most fiberglass 
stocks and some of the softer wooden 
stocks. As you can clearly see the points be- 
tween the trigger guard-floorplate and the 
action is solid steel, if the rear bushing has

not been removed. As for lapping the bolt 
lugs, yes this is common practice among the 
better precision gunsmiths, but with 7000 
rounds through your barrel | am sure the 
lugs are well seated and would only require 
checking for at least 90% contact. As for 
squaring the receiver, it is not necessary 
and you would probably not realize any dif- 
ference in accuracy with a rifle and cartridge 
used primarily for deer hunting. 

#2. As for twist this is a very controversial 
subject and | feel either the 1-10 or 1-12 will 
work in the .25 cal. If you feel the 1-12 twist 
worked for you, stick with it. As for barrel 
length there again is the matter of another 
50 or 60 f.p.s. or mobility through low hang- 
ing branches and small back seats or 
trunks. 

#3. My choice for a barrel would be a 
stainless match barrel from Hart, Lilja, 
Douglas, Schneider, H.S. Precision, etc., 
for the simple reason the material machines 
somewhat smoother than chrome moly and 
therefore is easier to keep clean and length- 
en the expected life in certain calibers. Most 
chrome moly barrels run around $140.00 
and stainless will run around $200.00 from 
the various makers. 

As for doing the work for you | would be 
glad to but | do not have a reamer for the 
.25-06! | do have one for the .257 Ackley Im- 
proved, 40° shoulder, which is one of the 
best of the .25 cal. cases. Just ask the man 
who ones one. Consider this as an alterna- 
tive and besides the standard Mauser ac- 
tion was designed for a 57mm length case. 
My charge for fitting and chambering any 
bolt action is $150.00 and another $50.00 
for bead blasting and blueing a C.M. barrel 
and action.

Dear Dave: 

This last Memorial Day weekend has not 
been boring. Guess | should “fess up” a few 
of the “rocks and shoals” your tag “Unchar- 
tered Waters” has led me onto. My mother 
warned me not to play with guns. 

The previous few weeks had been going 
smoothly, which should have been the clue. 
I'll pass part of the blame onto those “an- 
gels” who help me by sending product sam- 
ples for trial. It’s not a criticism of them; | did 
it to myself. 

Everything was going great, expanding 
on my “fire lapping” method by using new 
samples of silicone carbide abrasive, which 
| do recommend as | now have several guns 
which are much better from the use thereof. 
About ten rounds per each grit grade, or fifty 


rounds of lead total, to do a job. 

The latest shipment from United States 
Product Co. included diamond lapping com- 
pound ranging from 45 micron size down to 
1/4 micron, if you can comprehend anything 
that small. Yes, | had to try it and had a few 
likely candidates in mind. A stock Savage 
110-S .308W with arather rough bore anda 
Rem. 700V .308W that had been a problem. 
| found the 45 micron just right for roughing. 
Rolled it onto the lead bullets by moving be- 
tween two flat pieces of steel and coated 
with abrasive. Used regular lubed gas 
check bullets which are lightly wiped off 
after being impressed with the grit, backed 
by my 1/16” polyethylene wads, and fired 
with about 6 grains of 4756 to just poop the 
bullets down range.

Pushing lead slugs down the bores be- 
fore and after proved the progress, plus 
clean-out and bore scope every five rounds 
— five rounds with 30 micron, five with 15, 
five with 6, five with 1, and five with the 1/4 
micron (which | will abandon in the future). 

The job was finished up by ten rounds of 
green lapping rouge. Enclosed are a few of 
the 100-yard targets fired yesterday. It’s 
quite a thrill to have had bullets just drilling 
into one hole. My fault for the flyers was 
wind doping problems and having mixed a 
few bullets from the other mold cavity in the 
bunch, never dreaming this was going to 
work this well. 

Now, getting home and having a Savage 
110E light rifle with a really rough and ta- 
pered bore just gave me the excuse to try 
something I’ve always been wanting to try 
— namely, using jacketed bullets for laps 
rather than soft lead. 

Preparation required replacing my soft 
steel plates with hardened tool steel plates 
for rolling the bullets between, as the dia- 
mond particles were not sinking into the 
jacket material deeply enough, according to 
my microscope. With a pretty good supply 
of pulled GI M2 bullets, it looked Ike a natu- 
ral.

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With the lead laps, | had been using the 
regular Gold Medallion technique of no sol- 
vent, just light gun oil and the Gold Medal- 
lion per instructions. It worked great. Since 
these were unlubricated, jacketed bullets, | 
thought the lapping lubricant sperm oil sub- 
stitute would be appropriate to leave damp 
in the bore (first mistake). Loaded up five 
rounds, same 6 grains 4756, and planned 
on wiping the bore with each shot for lube 
purposes. All firing is off-hand in the base- 
ment range and, as usual, we aimed at a tar- 
get. Dave, do you really want to hear the 
rest of this? 

Confession is good for the soul, so they 
say. Well, we lined up the cross hairs and 
squeezed off the first one — click — si- 
lence. | guess | must have also grabbed that 
one as the cross hairs really jumped — got 
caught! 

Waiting a few minutes, | carefully opened 
the bolt — no bullet in the case. Back to the 
work bench. Now, | could envision a bullet 
stuck mid-barrel. Got the rod out and start- 
ed to probe. There it was — right at the 
muzzle. A gentle shove, and it came right 
out with the P-wad stuck to the base. That 
barrel had such a taper that the bullet was 
loose at the muzzle end. | strained my arm 
patting myself on the back and proceeded 
to up the powder charge to 8 grains 4756 for 
insurance. A clean and oiled barrel, ready to 
go again. 

Careful aim and no jerk this time — click 
again — honest! This time, the bullet only 
moved 1/8” out of the case. Took a deep 
breath and upped the charge to 10 grains. 
Bang — it finally went down range and no 
gun damage. The bore looked good. Got 
ready for the next one — routine now, no 
problem — just needed more powder. 
Added another grain — click — with 11 
grains of powder! | waited several minutes, 
felt heat around the chamber. Extracted 
case; bullet only went the same 1/8” from 
case. No way that I’m going to try to fire this 
thing out. Something is wrong! The bullet 
wouldn’t budge with a rod either way. Must 
have discovered a new method for welding 
brass to steel. 

It had to be drilled out, carefully. With my 
new “Rod Guide” and the bullet right at the 
throat, | had a chance to not damage the 
bore. If the bullet was mid-bore and this 
tight, it would be a real serious problem. My 
afternoon was ruined, my shirt was getting 
damp, and Mugs was hiding. | found a 19/64 
drill and fastened it on the end of a long rod 
(a job in itself, because it had to run very 
true, not slip, and still fit through the “Rod 
Guide”). Everything lined up okay, and the 
drilling proceeded. | checked once in a while 
with the bore scope to see if we were drift- 
ing. Got the drill through the bullet, dead 
center, but the shell of brass was literally 
welded to the bore throat. | actually had to 
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raise a burr on the side of the drill and scrape 
and peel the damn thing out. Incredibly, 
there was no bore damage. 

After having a sandwich and calming my 
nerves, | proceeded to use regular GC lead 
bullets with the diamond compound and 
completed the job. Most of the taper is out 
of the bore, and a slug now goes through 
like it should. 

The next installment is how much better it 
groups — to be continued next week. | just 
have to figure out how to get those jacketed 
bullets through with the diamond compound 
on them. No light charges — that’s for sure 
— probably, nearly full loads will do it. The 
tougher jacketed bullets should be better 
for straightening a tapered bore. (I think!) 

These targets may not be BR quality, but 
you should have seen the rifles that we 
started with. If these targets were shot with 
jacketed bullets, | would have been in hog

(More on fire-lapping, 
responding to a reader) 


Dear Tom: 

| read your 15 May letter with much inter- 
est and, now must lead you to the next step 
in precision-shooting lead bullets (maybe 
even jacketed ones). That involves “fire lap- 
ping” the barrels to increase accuracy and 
reduce leading. This step must be seriously 
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contemplated before proceeding, as it’s a 
one-way proposition. Don’t confuse this 
with “fire polishing” as referred to in Veral 
Smith’s book. We really remove metal from 
the high, or tight, spots. So far, so good! 
Since you are working with a revolver, you 
will get better results faster, for some rea- 
son, than with a rifle. Good results, you will 
get. 

The November 1986 and April 1987 is- 
sues of Precision Shooting cover my “fire 
lapping.” The only thing | can addis that I’ve 
gone to hard silicon carbide lapping com- 
pound, which works quicker as it is rolled 
into the surface of hard cast bullets shot 
with very light charges of Bullseye. In all 
cases Of fire lapping, a P-wad must be used 
behind the bullet. 

Load all six cylinders and just bang away 
two cylinders full of 200 grit, one of 400 grit, 
one of 800 grit, and one of 1,200 grit, and 
one of green or red rouge. Use your regular 
style SWC lubed bullet rolled between two 
flat pieces of steel, coated with each grade 
of lapping compound as you proceed. 

This would be a minimum procedure, with 
more rounds needed for a particularly rough 
gun. 

It’s a scary process, but the results are 
worth it. Be sure and clean out the gun 
mechanism after all this grit gets around. It 
should cut your groups in half.

| have read several times in PS and else- 
where (Editor: what’s this word “else- 
where” . . . you’re not reading other unnec- 
essary, superfluous, shallow, insensitive 
firearms publications, are you Vern? 
Why??) that you can tell the general quality 
or uniformity of a case’s wall thickness by 
the concentricity of the neck. Only some- 
times! 

During the time, years ago, when | was 
developing my electronic |.C.C. tester, | sec- 
tioned many cases for inspection and verifi- 
cation of wall thickness conditions. You can 
have acase that has almost perfect concen- 
tricity back at the web by the head and have 
the neck off in concentricity by several thou- 
sandth of an inch. The neck could check out 
almost perfect and the brass back near the 
head could be out several thousandth. 
What makes it interesting is that the wall 
thickness can be anywhere in between ei- 
ther extreme. 

The same thing is true of bullet jackets. | 


know you can’t get back into a jacket mouth 
very far with a ball mike. What you measure 
at that point is what it is at “that point”, not 
back near the base, maybe.

After reading the letter | sent it 
along to our high-power columnist, Buddy 
Salyer, with a brief note to the effect that | 
had my reservations about anything with a 
Mauser action. 

Buddy did a professional “polish” of the 
basic letter, and sent it back to me with a 
note of his own...” 

“I know that you indicated a lot of doubt 
about the man who wanted to build a match 
rifle from a Mauser action. And if | were Gary 
Ander@on or Middleton Tompkins, | would 
agree. 

However, | believe this man has areason- 
able theme here. At least read it. He doesn’t 
suggest that you will win the National 
Highpower championship with this rifle, but 
it is at least a ticket to the matches ...” 

Suitably chastised as to his narrow mind- 
ed and provincial opinions, the editor tips his 
hat to his columnist (who was more right 
than he was). . . and prints herewith the let- 
ter in question, which certainly makes some 
good points . . .) 


Dear Bud, 

When | read your survey of match rifles, it 
occurred to me that many people may avoid 
getting involved in highpower shooting be- 
cause of the expense. Looking at the invest- 
ment of some of the top shooters, | feel sure 
that most people would flinch if they be- 
lieved that $1,500 was the bottom line for a 
competitive rifle. 

It is my belief that with a fair amount of 
home gunsmithing, one can acquire a rea- 
sonably competitive rifle for about $545.00. 
The trick is in careful selection of compo- 
nents and the minimum amount of profes-

sional gunsmithing. | would concede, 
though, that once a person has reached the 
very top levels of shooting, where the accu- 
racy of the rifle itself could account for one 
or two points, which often seems to be the 
difference between first and second places, 
the rifle | propose may not be the ticket. 

My belief is premised on the conviction 
that — in highpower shooting — most 
shooters have a rifle that is more accurate 
than they are: they are not good enough 
marksmen to achieve the score that the rifle 
is capable of. 

The first requirement of a match rifle is a 
receiver with clip slots that will feed ammu- 
nition reliably and rapidly. Several options 
are available. Obviously, the pre 64 Win- 
chester Model 70 is the most desirable, but 
if we are talking low expense, then it has to 
be ruled out. No one has ever called that rifle 
“Inexpensive.” 

Acurrent Winchester Model 70 makes an 
acceptable match receiver, but the slip slots 
have to be added. The slots are commer- 
cially available and attach to the scope- 
mount holes in the rear receiver bridge. Still, 
this receiver is more expensive than is nec- 
essary. 

Based on my experience, there are sever- 
al receivers which are acceptable for build- 
ing inexpensive match rifles, and careful 
searching can turn up some of these for as 
little as $75.00. 


Naturally, the 1903 Springfield, in its sev- 
eral variants, can be used, so long as one is 
aware of the “number problem.” One should 
avoid any Springfield Armory serial number 
under 800,000, and any Rock Island Ar- 
mory number under 285,507. Much has 
been written about the dangers of using 
these receivers, although P.O. Ackley has

stated that during WWII, he rebuilt many 
low-number 1903’s at government arsenals 
with nickel steel bolts and had no problem 
with them. | would leave the reader to form 
his own conclusions after reading the fol- 
lowing: Ackley, P.O., Handbook for Shoot- 
ers and Reloaders, vol. ||, p. 15; and the in- 
formation in Hatcher’s Notebook. | 
personally would rather be safe than 
sorry. 

With the ’03 Springfield, the receiver is 
perfect if you intend to shoot a .30-'06 or 
similar sized cartridge. However, if you in- 
tend to go with the .308 Win., then the mag- 
azine well must be blocked in front for the 
shorter round. In this case, a short follower 
from a Remington 700 action in .243 or .308 
must be used, together with its spring. 

Obviously, anyone who reads “Shotgun 
News” will know that the least expensive 
route to take is a Mauser M98 military ac- 
tion. Granted, we are not talking benchrest 
quality here; we are looking at acceptable 
quality at an affordable price. 

Some military Mausers already have clip 
slots that will accept U.S. stripper clips and 
they work beautifully with the .30’06 car- 
tridge. Since the .308 Win. case has a less 
tapered body, the cartridge tends to “rock” 
on its shoulders in the rail area, and takes 
some “tweaking” in the area of the rails. By 
“tweaking” | mean grinding and polishing 
the receiver rails so the .308 Win. will feed 
smoothly. It is a trial and error job that can 
be handled by most anyone at home with a 
Dremel hand grinder. In short, an M98 will 
work well with .308 Win. if one is willing to 
spend some time on the feeding prob- 
lems. 

Several Mausers which | have found 
work well are as follows: 

— F.N. versions in .30-’06, primarily Co- 
lumbian and other South American ver- 
sions. 

— VZ-24. This is a Czech action and is 
very hard. A version in 8x57mm makes a 
good receiver. With this receiver, “issues” 
M98 stripper clips are needed for the clip 
slots, since the US style clips are too wide. 

— Early (1935-42) Nazi service actions, 
including the 1935 Polish Radom in 
8x57mm.

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— F.N. Mausers in 7x57mm work well. 

— The Spanish La Corona action is too 
soft and crude to build an acceptable rifle. 

Once an acceptable receiver has been lo- 
cated, a barrel is needed. A Douglas #6 or 
#7 contour in a 10-inch twist, 24-inches 
long is adequate. Unless you are a crack 
shooter, then go for the premium grade; the 
air-guaged barrel is not necessary. This bar- 
rel can be obtained finished, threaded and 
chambered. 

The Shilen barrel is excellent. Both bar- 
rels in a 10-inch twist will stabilize 168, 172, 
180, 190 and 200-grain bullets and shoot 1 
MOA, if properly installed and bedded, and 
will give enough accuracy to compete in any 
NRA highpower match on even terms. 

In any event, specify a “7.62 NATO 
Match” chamber. NATO spec ammunition 
will not chamber in a tight .308 Win. match 
chamber. The Lake City Match cases are 
about .004-inch larger than the .308 Win. in 
front of the extractor groove. 

It would be money well spent to have the 
barrel installed by a gunsmith who can true 
up the action and bolt faces on a lathe. The 
lugs can be lapped at home before the ac- 
tion is shipped off to the gunsmith. 

About chambering: 

An adequate pre-inletted stock can be 
obtained from either Fajen or Biship for ap- 
proximately $60.00. Bishop’s “Varminter”

and Fajen’s “Hunter-Target”, with a 2-inch 
forearms are ideal. Glass bedding will pro- 
vide the fit. The instructions which come 
with Brownells’ Accraglas or Bisonite en- 
able the gun owner to do a good job of bed- 
ding. You should float the barrel about 1/16 
to 1/8-inch, and install a rear butt swivel for 
the sling. A 1-1/4-inch sling with a Freeland 
sling keeper is preferable. 

The pull length of the stock should be 
such that the shooter can work the bolt in 
the prone position without lifting his elbow 
from the ground. 

A good trigger for military actions is a 
Canjar single-stage with a 1/2-inch shoe. 
This trigger is easily installed on most mili- 
tary actions. 

Sights are as important as any other as- 
pect of our bargain basement rifle. For the 
front, | would recommend either a Redfield 
Olympic with a Freeland .100-inch aperture 
or a Redfield International Big Bore with a 
.100-inch aperture. If the Olympic is chosen, 
the sight should be chucked in a lathe and 
the flange turned off; it creates a real ob- 
struction to finding the target, especially in 
rapid fire stages. The International is ac- 
ceptable as is, and a Redfield International 
Small Bore is also good, if one can be locat- 
ed at the right price. 

The Redfield Palma is an ideal rear sight, 
but, in any event, avoid aluminum sights of 


any type. 

Champion’s Choice in Nashville, Tenn., 
has mounts for attaching these sights to 
various military actions. With careful shop- 
ping, the sights, mounted, can be had for 
about $200.00 

A foreend stop can be purchased from 
Freeland’s for about $15.00, in either right 
or left hand models. Installation is not diffi- 
cult. 

At this point, we have the following invest-

This combination, though not exotic, will, 
with the proper load, shoot 1 MOA, whichis 
good enough to win any NRA match, if the 
shooter is as good as the rifle.

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Dear Dave 

In regard to the mystery of the boat tail 
bullets having their nose slightly off center 
(in their printing on the target), while the flat 
base bullets were printing “head on” ... 
boat tail bullets do have less base drag, you 
know, and 1-14 twist is just barely enough 
for flat base bullets. In cold weather even a 
flat base bullet will tip, due to denser air. A 
noted shooter uses a 1-132 twist, and flat 
base bullets any time that the weather 
starts getting colder ... just to be on the 
safe side. All the author’s efforts to stop 
their tipping were in the wrong area! 

| have an air flow modification for boat tail 
bullets that reduces the yawing in flight due 
to lack of twist and base drag. It was tested 
by Aberdeen Proving Grounds back in 
1970, and they proved that it worked, and 
were able to measure the improvement. 
One of the things that they measured was 
that the bullets came out of the muzzle with 
one degree less yaw than the unmodified 
168 grain Sierra. They had never seen that 
before. | came up with this concept as | felt 
that the bullets were becoming inaccurate in 
flight after their firing due to air induced yaw- 
ing in flight ... which in turn was due to 
PRECESSION. The problem was to reduce 
it and prove it. If an air flow modification im- 
proves accuracy by reducing yawing, the 
contention was correct. IT DID. 

We had a 500 yard bench rest match out 
here in the Northwest copied somewhat 
after the Pennsylvania 1,000 yard matches. 
The first relay was a dead calm, and the win- 
ner shot a 3.5 inch group using the IMSA 
case and a 120 grain 7mm bullet. Any wind 
at all would have moved that combination 
more than three and a half inches. | was in 
the fourth relay, when the wind and the mi- 
rage were really starting their activity, and 
shot a 5” group with a 7mm Remington 
Magnum. The other groups for that relay 
were quite a bit larger, and | felt fairly satis-

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fied with my accomplishment. The way that 
they ran this particular match was to allow 
anyone who wished to, at the end, to shoot 
again, but you then had to live with your sec- 
ond score. When the original relays were 
through the shooting conditions were now 
much worse. On the other hand, unless you 
already have small group for the day ... 
what do you have to iose? Three shooters 
fired again for record, and three shooters 
paid the fee to shoot, but not for record. The 
three shooters firing for record shot 12”, 
18”, and 24” groups. Like | said, the condi- 
tions were a trifie sporting out there. The 
other two shot 12” and 18” groups. | shot a 
6.5” group. It looked like | had a good rifle, 
but | used Arnold Juenke’s bullet spinner 
(see Accuracy Den advertisement this issue 
- Editor) to select my bullets to get rid of the 
flyers. There are a few tricks in using it how- 
ever that you have to know. 

For the next 500 yard match, on a differ- 
ent range, | talked them into running things 
more along the lines of the Pennsylvania 
1,000 yard matches ... have a winner for 
each relay, and then have a shoot off at the 
end of the day for the relay winners. That’s 
about as fair as you can getit. Otherwise the 
early relay shooters have too much of a 
weather advantage, and it’s not fair to the 
rest. Further, I’m used to shooting at least 
ten groups a day at the benchrest matches, 
and one or two groups just doesn’t turn me 
on. | have loads to test, and frequently do 
not have time to test before a match. During 
the week is the only time that one can shoot 
on the 500 yard ranges, and | work for a liv- 
ing. In the benchrest world | used to work up 
loads on the warmup relay, and had a de- 
cent degree of success doing this and won 
matches this way. | don’t recommend the 
practice, but it has worked for me. 

So | got the idea to pay my money, and 
entered four different relays so that | could 
test various bullets and loads. What’s a bet- 
ter time to do this than in a match, for instant 
comparisons? Worked like a charm. Using 
the Remington 7mm Magnum cartridge | 
shot a 5.5” group at 500 yards on the first 
relay, using the Sierra 150 grain match bul- 
let. Then some dear soul put an eleventh 
shot in my target (there were no target num- 
bers down range, and that’s fairly easy to 
do). The visitor shot opened up the group to 
8-31/32 inches ... which still tied for first

place for the relay. On relay number two | 
shot a 4.4” group, and 97-3x for score, win- 
ning both group and score for the relay. On 
this relay | was using the 162 grain Hornady. 
On relay number three | shot a 5” group with 
the Sierra 168 grain match bullet, and an- 
other 11th shot hit my target, high at 8.5”. 
My scorer in the butts said that he saw the 
11th shot hit high long after | had finished fir- 
ing. This time a guy had nine shots on his 
target in the same general vicinity as my tar- 
get’s flier eleventh shot. Feeling a bit weary 
of eleventh shots | showed the rangemaster 
my loading block as | went to the line for the 
fourth relay ... it held only the ten shots | 
needed for record. This time | fired a 4.5” 
group with the Sierra 150 grain, and lo and 
behold, here is another eleventh shot on my 
target. Must have had two bullets in one of 
those cartridges! 

| averaged 1 MOA for four consecutive 
ten shot groups at 500 yards with three dif- 
ferent bullets and loads and it was only the 
second time ever that | had shot at 500 
yards in a match. | have to credit Juenke’s 
bullet spinner for most of it. Bill Crosby 
found that he got rid of his flyers with it and 
so far, from the limited tests that | have run, | 
don’t have any flyers that cannot be ac- 
counted for. Due to time limitations | didn’t 
get a chance to do any fine tuning and all the 
other “tricks” that we all come up with over 
a period of time, but | will be ready for the 
next match. | have the load now. | also plan 
to use frontal ignition and my two ball pow- 
der duplex load, which heats the barrel less 
than 4831 does. At this last match my barrel 
was heating up from all that shooting. | have 
been demonstrating Juenke’s gem around 
the country, but as Crosby has found out 
you have to “drag many shooters into the 
20th century”. Shooters today are using 
very advanced techniques, but when it 
comes to something new and different . . . 
their “technical buffers” seem to be full, and 
unable to accept any more. If and when they 
get beaten ... often enough and badly 
enough . . . they then usually begin to clear 
their minds and are open to new techniques. 
It’s the guys who regularly finish in the mid- 
dle of the pack that you can’t change. The 
guys who bring up the rear are a lot easier to 
talk to! 

When properly used Juenke’s bullet spin- 
ner can give a competitive shooter a sub- 
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stantial edge in a match. | rank the 
development/evolution of this product right 
up there with the optical developments of 
Wally Seibert. | have found it so sensitive 
that it will show the expansion of a bullet 
jacket from just holding it in your hand for 
five seconds. 

Crosby spun bullets at the range on 
Juenke’s spinner for some shooters, and 
told them how well they would shoot. . . and 
they did as he predicted. 

You will recall when Sam Wilson bored 
some jackets off center, and fired them in 
his tunnel, using his mechanical rest rig. The 
bullets were keyed at 3:00, 6:00, 9:00, and 
12:00 o'clock, as was reported in The 
American Rifleman. He got four tight groups 
ina square. Had he fired them at random ori- 
entation he would have gotten four groups 
as large as a circle through the four groups 
centers. THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THIS 
SHOULD BE VERY OBVIOUS. If you fire a 
bullet at random orientation in the gun you 
are at the mercy of this “circle of orienta- 
tion”. | found that this is the largest in the 
factors of total error. My last group of 4.45” 
was with keyed bullets that had the largest 
run out of off-center center of gravity. So 
you CAN get so-so bullets to shoot tight 
also! 

| have bullet dies now, but | intend to start 
boring jackets. | am convinced, at this point 
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in time, that this is the only way to go. 

I’m also using the latest in Statistical 
Process Control techniques. | have digital 
micrometers, dial indicators and calipers. | 
have a special recorder where | can record 
on tape all measurements. It then “massag- 
es” all these measurements statistically. | 
have arecord of each component measured 
and can select the best of the bunch real fast 
and control the level of potential dispersion. 
Actually all shots after the first one are flyers 
technically speaking. The next major ad- 
vances in bench rest shooting will also come 
from using these techniques. They were ac- 
tually developed 40 years ago but industry 
thought they were too much bother. Then 
the Japanese dusted them off 25 years ago 
and perfected them. This is the reason they 
have better QC than we do. The techniques 
are made to order for bench rest shooting 
and the control of tolerances. I’ve taken 
courses on it and have been observing mov- 
ies on the techniques. | talked to everyone 
at the NRA show and few of the gun mfg’s 
even heard of it. A real tribute to their mfg 
skills (grim). Some are interested. | talked to 
the president of one company and he claims 
they started using it. There is NO evidence 
whatsoever they are. They are still in the 
junk business. 

| took a digital micrometer and made a 
tubing mike out of it so | could check jackets 


and record the measurements. I’m sending 
one to Sierra and Allen Bench. Mitutoyo 
doesn’t make a digital tubing mike. This re- 
corder | have is a dandy as | can unload all 
the measurement data | took into a PC for 
permanent storage. | also have software for 
the PC sol can do all the statistical massag- 
ing of the data in it also and print it all out on 
the larger printer. 
| am putting together a TV circuit like we 
have in ham radio. I’m going to put the cam- 
era at the target at 500-1000 yd and ob- 
serve the target at the firing line. | can do this 
for about $300. I’m also going to have a 
camera at the firing line with a telephoto lens 
and at those ranges you can look at the 
monitor and watch the bullet go to the target 
then switch over and see the bullet hole. Not 
too shabby. During bench rest and silhou- 
ette matches | plan to record the shooting 
so | can study the wind flags and review the 
conditions later and see what happened. | 
will have one of those chronographs that re- 
cords the velocity of each shot also. 
I’m going to try and arrange a 1000 yd 
bench rest match at Ft. Lewis this fall. 
How about a story on the Juenke ICC?

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REAR BAG SHOOTING 


Col. Hornbeck wrote an article, in 
December's issue, entitled “Front Pedes- 
tals.” After reading Rick’s article | thought, 
why not an article on the rear bag? It is equal 
to, if not more important than, the front bag 
when it comes to final aiming and control of 
the rifle. Of course, there are several 
schools of thought on the best technique to 
employ when using a rear bag. Knowing in 
advance, | will probably receive a letter from 
a shooter stating that he has found that, 
“rubbing putrefied Yack fat into the bag to 
be amore effective bag lubricant. . .”, | hesi- 
tated to proceed. Only kidding. You know 
that your letters are always welcome. That 
is the only way we can learn anything. If you 
want to really get my attention, try sending 
cash. The same thing goes for Brennan. His 
ears spin when he opens an envelope and 
there’s cash in it. (Editor: Bribery is a per- 
fectly acceptable way of supplementing 
one’s income as a PS staffer). 

First, let’s define what a rear bag is or is 
supposed to be. For the sake of brevity, | will 
only quote one of the benchrest organiza- 
tions text regarding this matter. (| don’t 
know where my IBS rule book is.) | may not 
be organized, but I’m honest. Please Lord, 
let the two organizations agree on the defi- 
nition of a rear bag! (Editor: Oddly enough, 
they do). 

The NBRSA rule book states on page 4, 
under heading “B. Definitions”, number “14. 
Rests”, subparagraph “(c) Sand Bag” 
that: 

“The rear sand bag shall be a bag, or 
combination of bags containing sand only, 
the bag must be able to be deflected hori- 
zontally at least ¥4” with finger pressure at

any point. A vertical spacer under the rear 
bag will be allowed as long as they incorpo- 
rate no adjustments for windage or eleva- 
tion. The vertical spacers shall not contain 
any protrusions which can be inserted into 
bench top or the sand bag. The rear bag 
shall not be contained in any manner.” 

Also, on page 8, under “D. Tournament 
Rules”, number “7. Varmint and Sporter Ri- 
fles, Rests” you will find the following: 

“,..and a rear rest, comprising a sand- 
bag supporting the rifle between the rear of 
the pistol grip and the toe of the buttstock. 
The rifle must be able to be lifted freely from 
the sandbag in a vertical direction with all at- 
tachments in place. Tape on the sandbag is 
legal.” 

Now that we know what a rear bag is, at 
least by the definition of the NBRSA, let’s 
proceed. In the early days of benchrest 
shooting it was common practice to fill a 
grapefruit sized, suede sack with ordinary 
beach sand, form it into a semi “V” shape 
(with several swift karate chops), put the ri- 
fle’s buttstock on it, and shoot. After a few 
shots | imagine the sack almost needed to 
be completely reformed. What we refer to 
as a “free recoil” shooting style was next to 
impossible, even with rifles chambered for 
mild recoil cartridges. You had to grab ahold 
of the rifle and hold her down. | think every- 
one that shoots competitively today will 
agree that we owe Mr. Basil Tuller a debt of 
gratitude for the time he spent developing 
what we now refer to as the “Tuller Style” 
rear bag. The Tuller bag as manufactured 
today by Protektor, or Galeton, Pa., is a fine 
product. Unless someone | am totally un- 
aware of is manufacturing them (consistent

with Mr. Tuller’s original design) Protektor 
has the market locked up. | do know that 
Billy Forrester has made at least one rear 
bag. | saw one he was personally using at 
Reed's Run earlier in the season. He depart- 
ed from the original Tuller design, by incor- 
porating several of his own “design fea- 
tures.” All | can say about the bag is that 
when | first laid eyes on it, | wanted it. It was 
bigger, more streamlined, and consistent 
with the quality leather work Bill has be- 
come known for. The reason | can’t tell you 
more about it is that | never got to touch it, 
let alone shoot off of it. My friend “Mr. 
Shooters Choice” Sal Ventimiglia gave Billy 
an undisclosed amount of cash, and a trac- 
tor trailer load of bore solvent for it. We all 
know what a gentle soul Mr. Ventimiglia is 
but. . .allhe kept saying to me was “forget it 
bozo.” So if you would like to know more 
about the Forrester rear bag talk to Billy. A 
word to the wise, bring a lot of cash, and be 
prepared to beg. 

Benchresters almost exclusively, in var- 
mint class competition, shoot off of one or 
the other of the two more popular “Tuller 
Type” rear bags. The bunny ear or the rab- 
bit ear style. The rabbit ear bag is 5” wide by 
6%” long and 258” high at the front end then 
tapers to the rear to match the shape of the 
stock. On top of the main body of the bag is 
sewn another complete two compartment 
bag which forms the “ears.” The base of the 
rabbit ears measure 43%” by 43%”. Each ear 
is 2%” high and is filled separately. The 
bunny ear bag is a replica of the rabbit ear 
bag except that the ears are not as long and 
only half as high. Although | do not have 
exact numbers, looking down the line at the 
super shoot this year | believe | saw more 
rabbit ear bags being shot than bunny ear 
versions. Enough on definitions, history, 
and availability. Let’s talk about how they 
are used. 

This is where the difficulty begins. Some 
shooters fill the rear bag with as much sand 
as it will hold without breaking open the 
stitching on the seams. Remember now, as 
stated earlier in the rules, the bag must be 
able to be “deflected horizontally at least 
Ya” with finger pressure.” It doesn’t specify 
what kind of sand should be used. Some 
shooters use beach sand, some silica sand, 
still others use foundry sand. Each of the 
above mentioned types of sand possesses 
its own unique qualities. When packed tight- 
ly, some are heavier and more difficult to 
compress with just finger pressure than oth- 
ers. | will not dwell on this matter further ex-

cept to say that, | would sure hate to be win- 
ning a match, and ultimately be disqualified 
for using what has been judged to be an ille- 
gal bag. On the other hand, there are those 
who like a really “frumpy”, malleable bag. 
These shooters are never in danger of being 
disqualified due to the use of an illegal bag, 
but are still subject to the other 4,773 dis- 
qualifying factors associated with bench 
shooting. One time | was disqualified for the 
following infractions of the rules; shooting 
on the next guys target, (his target made 
mine look bad so | put one about 2” out of 
his group), only putting 3 shots in my record 
target, clamping my rest to the bench, 
shooting a heavy varmint rifle in light varmint 
class, and coaching another shooter on the 
line (actually | was just trying to help him out 
by yelling “now”, he was having trouble 
reading the conditions.) Picky, picky, picky, 
but rules are rules | guess. Time spent look- 
ing over the rule books (IBS too) is time well 
spent. 

You should experiment with the rear bag, 
work with it until you have developed your 
own rhythm, and consistent shooting style, 
There are basically two popular styles of 
discharging the rifle today. One is the “free 
recoil” shooting style that | mentioned earli- 
er in the article. Many top shooters today 
employ this, almost “contactless” method. 
All you really have to remember is, do not 
touch the rifle. Place the front pedestal and 
rear bag in a position on the bench that is 
comfortable for you to reach, adjust the 
front pedestal so it is perpendicular to the 
target, and parallel to the ground. Lubricate 
the bags, a variety of substances are used, 
some are: baby powder, teflon powder, 
motor mica, and the latest rage — teflon 
tape. The tape is very effective when placed 
on the underside of the stock, and the mat- 
ing surfaces of the front and rear bags.

Place the rifle on the bags, and adjust every- 
thing until the rifle rides smoothly on the 
bags. You will know when you have 
achieved this. The vertical crosshairs of 
your scope will not waver on the target 
when the rifle is slid back and forth, simulat- 
ing recoil. This is not easy, it takes time to 
learn t set this all up. In time you will find that 
you are able to do it in a minute or two. (no 
matter what range you are at.) Remember 
do not touch the rifle with your shoulder, 
face or anything else once everything is set. 
You will be making final vertical adjust- 
ments, until you are satisfied with your ped- 
estal. This also takes some getting use to, 
and some people never do get comfortable 
with it. The only exception to the no contact 
rule is trigger hand placement. Some shoot- 
ers place their thumb on the rear of the trig- 
ger guard still others only touch the trigger 
with their trigger finger. | prefer the thumb 
contact method. A smooth but controlled 
pull is a must. Practice dry firing your rifle at 
home and look through your scope to check 
your progress. If you’re jerking the trigger 
you will see it in the movement of the 
crosshairs. 

Some time in your rifle purchasing future, 
you will find that new rifle, you just paid big 
bucks for, will not shoot groups unless you 
turn it loose. Give it a try, you might be pleas- 
antly surprised with the results. 

To say that the second method of touch- 
ing the rifle off is as simple as squeezing the 
rear bag would be an oversimplification of 
the facts. Unfortunately, we all think we 
were born with this ability, and should take 
to it like a duck to water. Applying proper 
pressure to the rear bag for final aiming and 
adjustment of the rifle is a skill, that once 
mastered, can be used quite effectively for 
the rest of your shooting days. It’s like any- 
thing else. If sloppy habits are developed 
from the start, they are extremely hard to 
break and may, if not corrected, adversely 
affect your shooting for years. 

Let’s assume you already have the rifle 
properly aligned in the bags. Everything 
looks and feels good, is locked in place, and 
ready to go. The very first thing you must 
determine is whether or not your rifle likes to 
be shot with light, or moderate contact. This 
is mostly determined by the weight of the

rifle, the caliber being shot, the length and 
twist of the barrel, and how well you have 
the rifle riding the bags. As a general rule of 
thumb, most rifles will not group competi- 
tively (by todays standards) if you attempt 
to steer them with your cheek, shoulder, or 
trigger hand. All you are doing by attempting 
this is creating stock pressure variations at 
the instant of firing. If you do not apply uni- 
form pressure, whether it is light or moder- 
ate, your groups suffer as a result. As you 
have probably heard over and over again 
“uniformity” is the key to success. If all 
things are equal every time you squeeze the 
trigger your group sizes will indicate it. 

The rear bag, when filled with a moderate 
amount of sand, can be manipulated with 
the fingers of your left hand (right handed 
shooters). The single most important factor 
to remember when manipulating the ears of 
the rear bag is maintaining firm and consis- 
tent pressure on the bag when making aim- 
ing corrections on the target. You also have 
to realize that you can not hold this position 
for ever. From time to time you are going to 
have to relax the fingers and start over 
again. Another thing to remember is not to 
let any part of your bag manipulating hand 
come in contact with the buttstock of the 
rifle. This is just as disastrous as nudging 
the rifle to the right with your cheek. (I’ve 
never had much success kneeling on the 
bench and shooting.) In this case use your 
brain and not your head. 

There are of course exceptions to every 
rule. The assumption here has been you are 
shooting a benchrest caliber cartridge with 
moderate recoil, in a properly configured 
match grade rifle. If you are planning to 
shoot a 300 Winchester Mag, in a hunting 
type stock, using the “free recoil” method 
described earlier, call your insurance man 
the night before to see if cosmetic surgery is 
covered in your policy.

The score shooters got started at 
Weikert on April 10th. The group shooters 
waited until the weekend of April 30th - May 
1st to venture forth on Weikert plain ... 
thereby proving themselves to be much 
more practical folk than the score shooters. 
This way ... if the clubhouse was to col-

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NBRSA HUNTER RIFLE COMPETITION 


Hunter rifle competition got its start in an 
inauspicious manner. On August 1, 1966 at 
the annual meeting of the NBRSA Board of 
Directors at Reeds Run Range, Augusta, 
Ohio this strange motion was passed: 
“After some discussion it was decided that 
for the present, we do not recognize the 
hunter rifle class nor do we have champion- 
ship matches, but do adopt a set of rules to 
be used with scores published in P.S.” (Pre- 
cision Shooting) These rules were de- 
scribed as the “Richmond Rod and Gun 
Club Committee’s Hunting Rifle Bench Rest 
Match Rules as of January 23, 1966. 
Changes and Revisions made by NBRSA, 
Inc. Directors At Annual Meeting-1966”. At 
the next annual meeting in 1967 the rules 
were further defined and added to. They 
have changed little since that time. 

There was little movement towards a via- 
ble hunter rifle class until the International 
Benchrest Shooters Association was 
formed in 1970. The hunter rifle was official- 
ly designated a benchrest class with the first 
IBS Hunter Nationals being held in 1971. 
Guy Green set the first IBS record of 250- 
16X, which remarkably still stands today. 
The hunter rifle class became extremely 
popular in central Pennsylvania. Clubs like 
Mainville, PA, Sulphyr Springs (Muncy, PA), 
Izaak Walton League (York, PA), and the 
Central Pennsylvania Rifle Club, Inc. (Dau- 
phin, PA) were “hotbeds” of hunter rifle 
competition. Hunter rifle competition was 
also popular in other clubs: Englishtown, 
NJ; Dunhams Bay, NY; Augusta, Maine; 
etc. | consider these Pennsylvania clubs as 
the “cradle” of hunter rifle competition. They 
nurtured and fed this fledgling child to 
healthy adolescence. Names like Guy 
Green, Vince Pastorella, Paul Olewine, 
Agnes Sabo, Randy Fritz, Paul Thompson, 
Conrad Eckrote, Gary and Helen Long, Joe 
and Geza Nagy, Luther and James Loucks, 
Carl Driscoll, Robert Drexler, and the roll call 
goes on and on, were my heros in the early 
70s. It is indeed a shame that the traditional 
hunter class in the IBS has fallen on such 
hard times. In my humble opinion the nostal- 
gia and memory of these “halcyon days of 
yore” deserve a better fate than to be re- 
placed by “varmint for score” shot in the 
same match as the traditional hunter rifles. 
(There were only sixteen shooters in the tra- 
ditional hunter class at the 1987 IBS Hunter 
Nationals with two of the competitors being 
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1977 - 1987

NBRSA shooters from St. Louis, MO; they 
finished first and second!) 

But in 1973 fate stepped in to help this 
struggling benchrest class. Bob Pease relo- 
cated from Pennsylvania to New Braunfels, 
Texas. He immediately got the local club in- 
volved in a postal hunter rifle match with 
Englishtown, NJ. Bob then decided to start 
the Transcontinental Hunter League with 
the able assistance of Tony Hidalgo of the 
Englishtown club. 1974 saw the start of the 
Transcontinental League (TCL) as there 
were six teams in two divisions: Eastern Di- 
vision - Englishtown, NJ, IWLA, York, PA, 
Sulphyr Springs, PA; Western Division - 
Chippewa, Ohio, New Braunfels, TX and 
Waco, TX area. By 1976 the TCL had 
grown to eighteen teams in three divisions 
and truly represented a National Hunter 
Rifle movement. 

In the meantime, Bob Pease had also 
been busy with the officers and directors of 
the NBRSA. He convinced them that he did 
not wish to start a rival benchrest group but 
merely wanted the NBRSA to allow its 
member clubs to hold registered matches. 
He was appointed the NBRSA Chairman of 
the Hunter Rifle Committee. After many 
phone calls and lobbying by Bob, the 
NBRSA Board of Directors at its annual 
meeting in 1976 voted to allow registered 
hunter rifle competition; championships on 
a local and regional level (no Hunter Nation- 
als); and recognition of hunter rifle records. 
These rules became effective on January 1, 
1977. It was indeed a hard won but sweet 
victory. The Hunter Class was now legiti- 
mate. Many, many thanks are due Bob 
Pease. It is indeed unfortunate today, that

many NBRSA clubs do not choose to regis- 
ter their hunter matches. 

The NBRSA clubs responded by expand- 
ing their hunter rifle program. In 1979, 
Marcy Lyons, was appointed Chairman of 
the NBRSA Hunter Rifle Committee. He im- 
mediately lobbied for a Hunter Nationals 
which was granted at the 1979 meeting of 
the NBRSA Board of Directors. The first 
Hunter Nationals was held at New 
Braunfels, Texas on June 21 and 22, 1980. 
Ironically Marcy Lyons was the first Hunter 
National Champion, winning the 100 yard 
stage, with Carroll Green, New Iberia, LA 
taking the 200 yard and grand aggregate 
championship the next day. 

The Bob Pease Team Trophy and five 
man team championship at the Hunter Na- 
tionals was established in 1981 by the 
NBRSA Directors, which competition 
began at the 1982 Nationals in St. Louis, 
MO. In 1984 at the annual meeting of the 
NBRSA Board of Directors, they adopted 
the 200 yard and 300 yard IBS targets. Re- 
cords were then established for the 300 
yard, 200 & 300 yard and 100, 200, 300 
yard aggregates beginning on January 1, 
1985. 

In order to establish a permanent record 
of past NBRSA World Records in Hunter 
Class, | have arranged them in chronologi- 
cal order for each range and grand aggre- 
gates, to wit:

Some shooters may want to up the point 
total or lower it to get in the Hall of Fame. Others may not want the team members or world 
record holders to have points. However, it would be a shame to leave an outstanding shooter 
like Bob Seymour out of the point totals when he has set five world records, two of which still 
stand. The more liberal shooters may want points awarded for more places as the Top Ten, 
etc. The IBS has a “Precision Shooter” award based on a complex point total. | am not advo- 
cating this method but | sincerely feel that the NBRSA through its Board of Directors should 
adopt a Hunter Rifle Hall of Fame. The hunter rifle shooters have always gone to the NBRSA 
to govern their competition. They do not want a separate organization. They want a national 
organization that will standardize the rules and look after their interests. Many clubs owe 
their existence to Hunter Rifle competition and most hunter rifle shooters are also varmint 
class shooters. 

But what about the IBS? It would indeed be a shame to leave out outstanding shooters like 
Guy Green, Roger Gower, Vince Pastorella, Tony Hidalgo, etc. However, they have received 
some recognition from the IBS Precision Shooter (not Precision Shooting magazine) Awards. 
Hopefully, the IBS shooters can rebuild their traditional hunter class. The Hunter Rifle Classis 
extremely healthy in the NBRSA and all they are asking for are a few crumbs of recognition, 
such as a certificate and patch.

Clubs undefeated after two rounds account for 28% of 
the league: Central Texas No., Holmen, LaGrande, Main- 
ville, and Prairie Dog Target Club share the luxury of 2 and 
0 starts. However, with the exception of Mainville, the bal- 
ance of the leaders have displayed vulnerability. Holmen, 
victorious over Buffalo by only 1 (one) point may have been 
crippled during the duel; eye witness testimony indicates 
that the Buffs got in one kick to the head and one to each 
side of the groin!

South Dakota prairie. 

The Holmen team nearly broke the 1200 barrier shooting 
4 factory .308's, and one 6x44 (lowest score). Thus the area 
is clear to set up a soap box and sermonize on when to get 
a “custom barrel," and a “top notch” fit and chamber. 
Shooters of factory rifles who consistently score in the 238- 
243 area should be able to add from 5-7 points to their 
average. The writer bases these numbers on both personal 
experiences and observations of the past ten years. Thus, 
Klubertanz and his Holmen Club should be able to add 20- 
plus points to their total; they could go from hunting their 
bear with a willow switch to carrying a “Klub.” 

Notice the key words consistency and average! If you 
live out in the boondocks and don't travel, you may be 
wondering just how good you really are. You have prob- 
ably read about factory rifles shooting 250’s; such rifles and 
capable riflemen are rare indeed. The 5-7 points that a 
custom rifle will add to our score (assuming you average 
238-243) are easy to come by. However, don't expect 
miracles after your average climbs to 247; every additional 
point to your average (above 247) will be like carrying “the 
ring” to the Mountain of Doom! “Precious” few can honest- 
ly say that they've been there - and live to tell! 

By all means, shoot a factory rifle until you are capable 
of out-shooting it (238-243 average), then do yourself and 
your club a favor; rebarrel with a reputable barrel and 
riflesmith. Look what Golden is up to! 

Factory equipment is the way to begin, so encourage and 
recognize your factory rifle shooters. Remember, though, 
to seek the ultimate from both yourself and your equip- 
ment.

Dear John, 

As you probably already realize, | am a 
firm believer in the .17 caliber. My article 
seems to have gotten the ball rolling again 
with this caliber. | did not know there were 
so many shooters around the country that 
have or had rifles in .17 caliber. So many of 
them have given up on the .17, out of total 
frustration, mainly due to fouling and inac- 
curacy. 

My good friend, Stu Harvey from Sacra- 
mento, California, had done a considerable 
amount of work with the .17 approximately 
ten years ago. Stu eventually gave up, be- 
cause he was unable to achieve consistent 
accuracy. A lot of things have happened 
since then. The availability of quality jackets 
is one of them. | believe this was the biggest 
stumbling block in Stu’s experiments.

The case appears to have a capacity 
close to that of a .17/222. | have found, a full 
case of either Winchester 760 or Hodgdon 
414 (approximately 26 grains) to be a good 
working load for the .17/222 I.E. using 25 
grain bullets. 


| feel the use of match grade, stainless 
barrels has greatly improved the potential 
for accuracy in .17 caliber cartridges.

| read your article in Precision Shooting 
RE: the .17 Jackaroo experimental car- 
tridge. If possible, | would like to purchase 
one of your cartridges for my collection, and 
add your loading data to my .17 caliber ref- 
erence book. 

Some comments on your cartridge: 

The body diameter is rather large (in my 
opinion). (JG: this guy has class.) | am esti- 
mating the powder capacity to be much the 
same as the .17 Remington. In my experi- 
ments the 30 degree shoulder is not quite as 
effective as a 32 degree shoulder. Your 
neck diameter appears to be rather small. 
You will have to turn the neck to .0105 for an 
in-line fit, and have to be very careful not to 
let the necks thicken. | am not saying it 
won't work, but use caution as the .17’s de- 
velop pressure quite suddenly. 

| am not familiar with the PPC brass as it 
calls for enlarging the bolt face. 

| would be very interested in obtaining ve- 
locity readings compared to powder used. | 
think you will probably have to use 4320 ora 
powder in the slower burning range. 

As you will be able to determine from my 
loading data book, | am very partial to the 
.17/32 Jet cartridge. This cartridges’ per- 
formance will simply amaze you. | am not 
shooting for the absolute accuracy that 
benchrest shooters do, but a combination 
of accuracy and super high velocity.

The .17/32 Jet is made from 22 Jet cases 
with almost all of the taper removed .375 at 
the head and .370 at the shoulder. Body 
length is .926 to shoulder. The necks are 
turned to .196 and chamber neck diameter 
is .199. | use my neck and full length sizing 
dies without an expander and the cases just 
last forever. However, as of late | have been 
working with some loads that are quite 
warm and am losing some primer pockets. | 
am trying to get 5000 FPS with the 25 chro- 
nograph average 4445 FPS. | did loose 5 
primer pockets. The nice thing about this is | 
am only using 20.4 grains of powder. The 
groups are running between 7/8” and 1-1/ 
8”. 

Clymer is making my reamers and Hun- 
tington is supplying the dies. They have 
been very good to work with on this project. 
Again, | am not trying to achieve extreme 
accuracy. 

The .17 Remington will put out 4000 FPS 
with 24.0 grains of 4320, and the 221 Fire- 
ball will also travel at 4000 FPS using only 
20.0 grains of powder. My necked down Jet 
case beats them both. | can see no reason 
for a case with greater capacity. The .222 
case head is the limiting factor, and in every 
case the primer pockets get loose. If the 
.222 case heads are the weak link what will 
happen to the larger, weak headed PPC 
cases?

| dropped a line to Rick Hornbeck about a 
.222 brass-based wildcat that had come to 
my attention. Some of Rick’s letter reply 
was pretty interesting, sol’ll quote fromit, if | 
may). 

“The .222 Super case capacity would be 
a snit under the loads used by Larry 
Engelbrecht and Red Cornelison in their 
.223/40 creations. There is some very slight 
difference between the two, in the case de- 
sign, but | don’t recall exactly what it was. 
Both ripped up a lot of matches with their re- 
spective wildcats over the years, and the 
case life that Larry got with his fitted necks 
was something to behold! He finally threw 
cases away when the rims wore out! As | re- 
call they each used a load of 26.5 to 27.0 
grains of Ball C-1, about 1/2 to 1 grain more 
than most used in the .222. 

“The 222%2 wildcat has just about the 
same case capacity, and | can recall seeing 
powder loads listed in match reports that 
ran as low as 26.0 grains, common among 
the .222 competitors, and as high as 26.8 
grains of the old Ball C-1 in the 222%. | 
would guess that the velocity would be very 
close for all of these cartridges. 

“The reason for a 40 degree shoulder on 
Larry’s and Red’s wildcats was to stop, or 
at least cut down on brass flow, and the 


need for case trimming after every week- 
end match. Same reason for Ralph Stolle’s 
22/45. The .222, .223, and .222 Magnum, 
and wildcats based on them, need some at- 
tention to case length. Cases will get longer, 
and the hotter the load, the more that brass 
will flow forward. Barrel life is about the 
same for all these”.

HEAVY BULLET 22s 


Dear Mr. Wylde 

I’ve been experimenting with the heavy 
bullet 22 caliber concept for over a year 
now, that is why the articles about the 
Mousegun were of special interest to me. 

To date I’ve built two bolt guns, one 1-9 
and the other 1-12 SGW barrels. Both are 
chambered in 22 Rem BR and so far the 
best group shot with the 69 Sierras in the 
1-9 twist was 1/2” 5 shot 100 yds. The 1-12 
would not shoot them at all. 

In both barrels the most accurate was the 
Sierra 60 gr H.P. With the 1-9, the 60s 
would group between (.200) 27 gr 4895 and 
(.300) 24 gr H322. 

The 1-12 is fairly new and only been shot 
a few times but so far 60 gr Sierras 27-4895 
gave .364” gp. and 65 Bergers with 26- 
4895 had given .436” gp. | am confident this 
gun will really shoot once | work up some 
good load combo. 


As far as velocity — using a Pact chrono, 
the 1-9 gave the following maximum: 


69 Sierras - 28-4895 3060 
53 Sierra McTH - 28.5-4895 3200 
60 Sierra H.P. - 28-4895 3100 


I’ve tried 748 - 760 - H322 - H335 - 4831 
and so far the highest velocity was 4895, 
also the most accurate. 

By the way, the 1-9 was built on a 6.5 Jap 
action and the 1-12 was a shortened V-24 
Mauser. Actually the 53 Sierra McTH shot 
just as well in the 1-9 as the 69 grains but | 
have not tried them in the 1-12 yet. 

| am really impressed with the accuracy 
you’ve obtained with the AR. After seeing 
your targets, | am feeling a little deflated.

sport. They compete as fiercely as if they 
were trying to win Gold Medals at the Olym- 
pics, but are first to congratulate each other 
onan exceptional shot. If you should miss or 
only bruise one of the aspirins, you have to 
be prepared for a little harassment. They 
fight the wind, and mirage, shoot off a Hart 
and Wichita rests, put benchrest scopes on 
top of all sorts of rimfire rifles, barrel them in 
stainless steel, and shoot Eley Tenex 
ammo. Now you know why they only shoot 
for dimes. That’s all they can probably steal 
out of their wives purses. 

The rules of the game are simple: you put 
a dime up each round. Each shooter, in rota- 
tion, takes a shot at the designated aspirin. 
If one shooter breaks the aspirin, in that 
round, he collects all the dimes. If two shoot-

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considered a draw, no one collect the 
money, and you start over. Sometimes 
three or four shooters will break aspirins in 
the same round. When this happens the pot 
builds rapidly, and things begin to happen. It 
is at this stage of the game where employing 
the latest psychological mind altering 
techniques do their most good. My most ef- 
fective “disruptive” techniques is the “Bill 
Gammon/Paul Johnson Horse Laugh.” This 
really unsettles the competition. Take my 
word for it! Gammon has effectively been 
using it on me for years at benchrest match- 
es. 

Not everyone of the participants has a 
thousand dollars wrapped up in his equip- 
ment either. Over the years some rather 
plain, unassuming rifles have taken home 
the “Pocket Change.” A “Ticked Out” Rem- 
ington 40X shooting across snow in Febru- 
ary, with thirty mile an hour winds doesn’t 
offer that much of an advantage. Kentucky 
windage is what’s needed to explode aspi- 
rins under those conditions. Also “going to 
school” on the previous shooters point of 
impact helps. When | first met these guys 
they welcomed me with open arms. They 
kept referring to me as “new meat.” It didn’t 
take me long to learn what that meant. It 
cost me a lot of dimes before | started to re- 
coup some of my losses. Most of the fellas 
have been shooting together for many 
years, and most own one or two benchrest 
rifles as well as assorted hunting rifles. In 
other words they are not new to shooting. 
They are dedicated to getting those rimfire 
rifles shooting their very best. They argue 
about “how often to clean, certain ammuni- 
tion lot numbers being better than others, 
the advantages of using stainless barrels, fi- 
berglas stocks, etc ... ”. Sound familiar? 

Tom Morley, some may remember from 
his competitive benchrest shooting days, 
does most of the gunsmithing for the group. 
Tom has built some exceptional shooting ri- 
fles. You will find every type of rifle manufac- 
tured being shot at these informal matches. 
One week you'll see a fella shooting his 
Kimber, next week his Anschutz. Anything 
goes. There are no weight classes, barrel, 
scope, or any other restrictions. Just bring 
what you got, and let ’em rip. 

The group averages anywhere from 5 to 
10 shooters per week. I’ve noticed the size 
of the group doesn’t matter. Youcan havea 
lot of fun if only two people are shooting. 
You just don’t win as many dimes, that’s all.

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Dear Dave 

As a recent foreign subscriber to Preci- 
sion Shooting | should like to say how very 
informative were the contributions on 
shooting the .30 calibre. There is little inter- 
est in the U.K. in highest possible accuracy 
shooting and for several years | have strug- 
gled solo with mass produced commercial 
products. (It is pretty disappointing to size 
brass, with an as fired neck concentricity of 
0002”, in full length or neck sizing dies and 
achieve a concentricity of anything up to 
.006”; | am quite convinced that the usual 
commercial die design is plain WRONG. As 
partial proof, | have made aneck sizer which 
maintains concentricity to .0003”.) The pop- 
ular published books are so superficial as to 
be absolutely useless; so | learnt more from 
those few articles than from years of read- 
ing and experiment. 

Despite such lack of practical progress | 
believe | may nevertheless have some use- 
ful suggestions to make based on ordinary 
technical knowledge. 

| am surprised that the problem of deter- 
mining experimentally the most accurate ri- 
fling twist for specific bullets continues to 
give so much trouble. It seems that it is still 
not generally appreciated that a solitary 5 
shot group is not worth a damn for compari- 
son purposes. In fact, to be 95% sure that 
one group is 10% different in size from an- 
other (which might arise, for example, from 
a 10% difference in rifling twist) each group 
requires some 300 shots, each shot posi- 
tion individually measured and the whole 
analysed statistically. This is not a very use- 
ful suggestion in isolation, not least because 
the experiment eats up a significant part of 
the barrel life. However, the large number of

benchrest competitions carried out in the 
U.S.A. constitute a potentially useful body 
of data. | think that if the data relative to 
each competitor were fully collated (which is 
almost the case already), and then the data 
from all competitors merged and analysed 
statistically, the result would be of benefit to 
all. 

This sort of collaborative research is quite 
well established in the U.K. It was used by 
the National Rifle Association (of the U.K.) 
to establish the 14” twist for the standard 
Nato 7.62mm 144gr., which is used in most 
competitive shooting here. What is more to 
the point, it is widely used in environmental 
research using scientifically untrained ob- 
servers and determining the underlying 
facts by statistical analysis; the defective 
data inevitably present are overwhelmed by 
the mass of that of better quality. Presum- 
ably somewhere in the benchrest fraternity 
you will have a tamed statistician? 

On a different topic | should like to offer 
some remarks on the design of cartridges 
cases generally. | have to say (as an Engi- 
neer and also a competent machinist) that | 
was appalled at the effort implied in trueing 
the internal profile of cartridge cases by ma- 
chining (letter Merrill Martin, March ’87). It 
seems to me that having to live with the 
shortcomings of a product which is not in- 
trinsically of high precision is a sort of evolu- 
tionary dead-end. Indeed, if one compares 
the quality of the cartridge case with that of 
all other hardware in conjunction with which 
it is used its retention is, to say the least, ec- 
centric. One requires so many specific quali- 
ties repeated from case to case that the sit- 
uation is quite impossible; the neck of a 
concentric extension of the bore, a perfect 


fit in the chamber, no brass flow, uniform 
wall thickness, accurately machined flash- 
holes, accurately sized primer pockets, 
head square to axis, consistent hardness, 
etc. 

An intermediate suggestion is that the 
case be designed after the style of modern 
automatic cannon and tank gun ammuni- 
tion where the case neck is only one half to 
one quarter calibres in length and the shell is 
aligned by the bore throat itself resulting in 
up to 2 calibres of bearing length. This 
would reduce the influence of the case on 
starting truly the bullet into the rifling. 

That suggestion does not get rid of all the 
problems. The next stage is to use separate 
loading ammunition which might be fash- 
ioned on the style of a .45/70 case (which 
one CAN machine all over, indeed one could 
run a batch on an automatic bar lathe) seat- 
ed in a chamber which reduces, beyond the 
case mouth to a bore size to suit one’s 
taste. A variation on the foregoing is that 
one might form shoulder and neck on such 
fully machined blanks. 

The obvious end developmentis to get rid 
of the case completely and bag load the pro- 
pellant charge into a chamber whichis an in- 
tegral part of the barrel; as used in heavy 
ordnance. 

Or is this too radical an approach?

TGS COMMENTS 
(Theoretical Group Size) 

We don’t consider the TGS to be valid 
until at least 500 rounds have been logged. 
(100 rnds. each from five different lots.) 
Chronograph testing is done with more than 
one rifle and on more than one day to help 
eliminate any freak factors. Five shot 
groups are fired, (a total of 100 groups) and 
their individual specs are then averaged to 
arrive at the TGS. 

Bear in mind that-the TGS is only a VERY 
CLOSE approximation because of round- 
ing off certain factors in the equation. Its 
value is that it allows an “apples for apples” 
comparison of various brands and types of 
ammunition. (It’s like EPA mileage esti- 
mates on new cars.) It represents consis- 
tency of muzzle velocity only and does not 
involve balance, concentricity, ogive, or bal- 
listic coefficient of the bullet. BUT . . . none 
of these things can correct inaccuracy initi- 
ated by inconsistent speeds, simply be- 
cause bullets that take longer to get there 
are going to drop further than those that 
don't. 

So why do some kinds of ammo with de- 
cent TGS numbers still group poorly? Lots 
of reasons. Marginal shooter skill, rickety 
equipment, bad optics, unseen breezes, iffy 
bullets, various Whammys, etc. But the one 
that screws up ALL the “high velocity” rim- 
fire accuracy is the Sound Barrier. This little 
bullet just can’t break through the immense 
turbulence well enough to retain precision 
flight. (Never try to get supersonic in a 
Cessna! Any pilot can tell you why.) 

So far we have learned this; at least one

manufacturer's VERY EXPENSIVE premi- 
um match ammunition does not TGS as well 
as their main competitor's modestly priced 
standard ammo. (It doesn’t group as well ei- 
ther.) And the competitor’s comparably 
priced “top of the line” stuff has a TGS 32% 
better! 
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Part of this shop's production is the mak- 
ing of position rifles. These, due to the na- 
ture of the beast, are at a disadvantage if 
used with the customary benchrest type 
ammo and chamber. 

Bill Strattmann tells me that he regularly 
took 400 or more match cases with him to 
Camp Perry to be used in the National 
Matches. How many benchrest shooters 
would like to neck turn 400 cases down toa 
.010” wall thickness? By hand? 

Bill worked out a set of tools to trim his 
brass for length — accurately — and as 
these rifles have a SAAMI body and neck 
(so service ammo can be used) to keep from 
excessively working the case necks of his 
match cases the neck wall is turned to 
.0135”. His power is supplied with a small, 
inexpensive drill press, carefully rebuilt. His 
case neck walls are then similar, yet not 
overworked. 

His dies used are Bonanza or RCBS, in 
.308 Winchester. However the dies have 
been honed, using a Sunnan hone, so that 
the necks will accept a gauge pin of .333, 
.334, and .335 diameter. The .335 die is 
used whenever he works with unturned 
neck cases. The .334 is for fresh-turned 
cases. When the brass eventually work 
hardens, and no longer will hold the bullet, 
one then retreats to the .333 die. For cases 
where work hardening has set in to a really 
advanced degree, Bill has recently added a 
.332 die to his collection. 

Toinsure that the holes are as specified, a 
set of gauge pins and hones have been pur- 
chased so that other die chambers such as 
17, .224, .243, .25, 6.5, .270, etc., up to 
.500 can also accurately be brought to 
size. 

A year ago the writer made up 8 dies for 
two .30 competition shooters ... each of 
them getting the four dies mentioned above, 
all for the .308 Winchester. Last month they 
came through the shop. | asked them how 
they liked their dies. It seems as if they had 
come by to ask me to make up similar die 
sets in .30-06, .30-338, .300 H&H, and .243 
Winchester for each of them ... no small

matter, certainly. So | guess that they liked 
their die sets. 

For seating dies ... this shop for some 
time now has been making a seating die 
similar to the hand die that benchrest shoot- 
ers love so well. However this is made to 
work in a standard loading press such as 
the RCBS. The die is headspaced to the 
same headspace as the rifle’s chamber . . . 
1.630 go, 1.631 no go. This holds the case 
just as it fits in the chamber, and under the 
same load. The bullet is pushed in the same 
as with the benchrester’s hand die, but it will 
seat ina true line, as the plunger and seating 
hole are hone-in fits, with the stem also a 
honed fit. The seating depth is constant, as 
the plunger fitting the ogive of the bullet has 
its contact area to the leed in the chamber. 

For sizing, a die is made into which one 
can insert his fired case, and so size the 
case that the case will have at most a .001” 
clearance in the chamber. 

By making up ammo with this system. . . 
the bullet is guided in the chamber by the 
bullet seat. . . and the .308 bullet is support- 
ed along most of its contact area, and con- 
tacts a one degree, 45 minute leed angle. 

To check the sized case a die is available 
that, when the sized case is inserted, and a 
straight edge is passed across the head of 
the case, there is no light shown at the head 
of the case or the base of the die. 

If one is using commercial bullets it is well 


to have an ogive die made. This is a die 
made with a .300 hole size, cut with the 
same chambering reamer used to chamber 
his rifle. One inserts his bullets in here, one 
at a time, and by using a dial caliper one is 
able to select bullets out of one box that will 
have the same ogive to base measurement. 

Where one is limited to “issue” ammo, 
such as in Palma matches, a die is made 
that contacts the bullet ogive and is close 
only near the base of the case. With this, 
one is able to select issued ammunition that 
will come closest over a given area, using 
those with poorer fits in the less demanding 
courses. All ammunition will then have a 
closer chamber fit to each other than if one 
has a long seated bullet followed immedi- 
ately by a short seated bullet. Knowing that 
his issue ammunition is as similar as can be 
selected, the shooter will have greater confi- 
dence in making any sight corrections that 
he might feel are needed. 

To limit correspondence ... the above 
described dies and tooling are furnished 
here for my own chamber jobs only. | re- 
spectfully decline to chase other chamber- 
ing sizes.

Well, anyway, I’m glad to hear that you’re 
staying on as editor (Editor: are you sure it 
wasn’t that news that got you depressed 
and philosophical?) 

| am an NBRSA member living in south- 
west Florida ... an area not exactly over- 
run with benchrest ranges and benchrest 
matches, as you might have noticed. (Edi- 
tor: don’t get all upset; you’re no worse off 
than is Rhode Island or Delaware). | do at- 
tend a couple of Southeast Region matches 
a year. Like most others | go there to shoot, 
and to compete. | am not an experimenter, 
and have no Divine Revelation with which to 
dazzle the accuracy world (Editor: when the 
wind starts howling during the 200 yard 
stage of the Super Shoot . . . every shooter 
on line is an experimenter, every shot they 
take ... if you accept the. premise that an 
experimenter does not know, and cannot 
predict, his results). 

| realize that the 6PPC is THE cartridge in 
the benchrest game at the present point in 
time, and has been so for several years 
now. | know that several experimenters are 
out there in the boondocks of the world, 
hoping to awake one morning and find 
themselves famous with a new cartridge 
that will routinely beat the ears off the PPC. 
To these experimenters, philosophers, and 
dreamers, | pose the following .. . 

In the early 1950’s researchers theorized

that .22 caliber homologues of the 152 grain 
thirty caliber bullet would be the most effec- 
tive. Is there any way that a modern day re- 
searcher could experiment with a thirty cali- 
ber homologue of the PPC case. What! am 
talking about is a case proportioned up to 
thirty caliber, but a copycat of the PPC de- 
sign. Consider, for example:

All dimensions shown are merely a pro- 
portion of the difference in case neck dimen- 
sions. 

However | realize that trying to find a bolt 
face that would hold a .556 case head may 
present problems. A quick check of loading 
manuals show Winchester .348 brass to be 
a logical starting point for this mad venture. | 
also found that the .425 Westley Richards 
case (from Bell) comes close to the desired 
starting point. The Richards case has a re- 
bated rim, allowing it to fit a magnum size 
bolt face. 

As | said earlier, |am not an experimenter. 
These are just my thoughts on a thirty cali- 
ber case design capable of propelling a 110- 
125 grain bullet at an adequate velocity to 
compete. | know that the .308 Winchester 
case is available for the same task, but | the- 
orize that the short fat column of powder, 
like the PPC, would make a difference. | am 
reluctant to spend hard earned cash on a 
theory that may not come anywhere near

On the other hand, | enjoy dream- 
ing.

Editor: Joking aside, and getting into the 
spirit of the thing here . . . almost every time 
that someone has tried to make an ACCU- 
RACY cartridge out of a substantially larg- 
er, and relatively thick-walled case . . . they 
have not made much progress, to put it 
kindly. If we had a dime for every wildcatter 
who has tried reducing the .220 Swift case, 
be it in .224 or .243 bore size . .. we would 
be up to our ears in dimes . . . and not much 
ahead of the game. You simply have to have 
brass you can work with. . . not thick brass 
that would defy case forming by King Kong 
with a ten foot leverage bar on an RCBS “B” 
press. | have said before . . . the most prom- 
ising wildcat | have seen in recent years was 
the .45-70 brass based “Fireplug” wildcat in 
6mm by Randy Fritz, of Pennsylvania (the 
Mainville gang, to be exact). The basic case 
does have an unwieldy .608” rim diameter, 
compared with the easier to deal with 
.506”of the .30-30 . . . both of which must 
be compared with the “standard” .473” of 
the .308 of course. 

Your wildcat has certain points of similari- 
ty to the .30 Howell (page 428 of Ackley’s 
book; page 301 of Handloaders Manual of 
Cartridge Conversion, by Donnelly). But, 
having gone through a period of time when | 
thought the .284 Winchester might be the 
way to go ... the only American rebated 
case. . .| feel, these days, the .30-30 or the 
.45-70 base cases look like the best bets for 
a successful .30 accuracy wildcat. 

Stay out of trouble there, Davis. In my ex- 
perience, it’s people like you, with theories 
such as these . . . that start world wars and 
other unpleasantries.
